to Shenandoah and explained the erec- 
tion of a power plant there. He went 
thru the construction from beginning 
to end and explained the difficulties 
encountered. 

Buchanan Causes Much Discussion

He took as his sub- 
ject “The Metric System.” He point- 
ed out the advantages of this system 
over the one used In this country and 
also gave a list of the countries em- 
ploying it.
